public and the Company. The good to the Company needs no explanation, the benefit to the public 


consists in this—that they get a better article at a less cost. 


Owing to the immense numbers of Ceiling Flowers now made, and a vigilant regard being had 
to economy of manufacture, they are produced at a less initial cost,—a statement which reference to the 
again reduced Price List annexed will bear out,—while at the same time, experimental and scientific 
research has resulted in the production of a still whiter, stiffer, and more durable material, capable of 
receiving finer and more detailed impressions than any the Company has hitherto produced. With these 
inducements in view, a yet more extended patronage is confidently looked for; which expectation has 


not been without its influence upon the present List of Prices. 


An explanation may not here be out of place of the motives which led to the determination of 
affixing a price to the present volume; and at the outset we may as well at once repudiate all mercenary 
considerations. The book has been prepared in a novel manner, at a great outlay, regardless indeed of 
any expense, and it is with a view of checking a broadcast distribution of a valuable work to those who 
have no intention of using it, that the present almost absurd charge (but a fractional part of the cost) 
is made. It has been found, moreover, that a slight payment induces the reader to regard his purchase 
more in the light we would wish, that of a property—an art addition to his library, rather than a mere 


trade catalogue or ordinary business announcement. 


The beauty, durability, and convenience of Papier MAché ornaments are properties fortunately 
too well and widely recognised to need enlarging upon on the present occasion; but its least known, 


though perhaps its most generally useful attribute of Cheapness, is still of so recent a date that attention 

















- cannot be too frequently directed to it. It is always a difficult matter to remove any confirmed 
impression from the mind of the public; and it is found a task of no ordinary magnitude to convey to 
architects, builders, and others, the reality of the difference between the former and the present prices of 
Papier Maché Centre Flowers and Ornaments. The high prices charged by the Messrs. Bielefeld 
placed them beyond the reach of the many, while the current prices are de/ow plaster, and within the 
means of the most humble worshipper at the shrine of Art. At the same time, however, the more 
elaborate and comparatively costly Ornaments are still largely manufactured. 


In the face of not infrequent inquiries from customers unconnected with the building trade, as 
to the method of securing Centre Flowers, it is perhaps well to mention that screws to the joists for large 
centres, lath screws for small, and brads in conjunction with a cement of strong size and whiting mixed 
to the consistency of treacle, for details, constitute all the fixing necessary. The whole of the Ceiling 
Flowers now illustrated are delivered from the factory in ONE piece, perfectly dry, ready for immediate 


fixing, and capable of at once receiving gold or colours 





advantages so self-evident as to need no 
comment. 


The present. volume is the first of a new series of Pattern Books, but pending their production, 


which must necessarily be a work of time, the two books issued last year, containing many thousand 


examples, of Ceiling Flowers (Vol. I., gratis) and Cornices, Mouldings, Capitals, Trusses, and every 
variety of decoration (Vol. II., price 1s.), may be had on application. A temporary Frame Tariff has 
also been lately issued, and a new Sheet of Frames will shortly be published, free by post, containing 
drawings of a set of Continuous FLExIpLE ENRICHMENTS, or Mouldings—a desirability hitherto 


unattainable—to be sold in coils of 100 or 1,000 feet, at a price simply nominal. 


It yet remains to have a large number of Ornaments photographed and engraved, including 
some very fine examples of Bas-Jeliefs, from the best works of the most noted Masters, Brackets, 


Cornices, &c.; to an inspection of which, at the Company’s Show-rooms, all those who are interested in 
artistic decoration are earnestly and cordially invited.
